Possibilities of the Canadian West as 
a@ Grain Producer 


Having unlimited faith in our prov- 

ince and the sister provinces of this 
great northwest, we are rather too 
ready to proclaim that we are the 
granary of the empire. As a matter 
of fact we are only a spout, though, if 
we understood our true interests we 
nay become a very much Jarger one. 
Great Britain imports about 230,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat each year, ia 
addition to the 70,000,000 bushela she 
raises. Of this quantity Canada con- 
tributes a little less than does the 
Argentine, and a Httle more than eith- 
er Australasia or the United States, 
about two-thirds as much as Russia 
and not much more than half what In- 
dia ships to the British consumer. 
Yet there are hundreds of thousands 
of good acres of land as yet untilled 
in the northwest, and there is no rea- 
son why they should not supply a 
very much greater percentage of Eng- 
land's wheat supply than now during 
the present year, and probably for 
several successive years Canadian 
are sure of good, perhaps 
high prices, for all the grain they 
| have to sell, 

These facts are evidently recogniz- 
ed by many young men, as the nuin- 
ber of homesteads taken up this sea- 
son is largely in excess of those taken 
up last year. It is probable that many 
will take the present opportunity of 
advancing their fortunes by leaving 
the city, where the struggle has been 
over hard, and turning to a pursuit 
that can never be overdone, and 
which never pefuses a decent living

One college rule 
read; 

“No scholar shall take tobacco unless 
permitted by ye president with ye con- 
sent of his parents or guardian und on 
wood reason first given by a physicina 
and then in a sober and private man- 
ner,” 

Further, "No scholar shall unneces- 
sarily frequent any tavern or victual- 
ing house in Cambridge to eat or drink 
there without leave from ye president 
or one of ye tutors.” 

Another regulation read: 

“If any scholar be guilty of drunken. 
ness he shall be fined 5 shillings and 
make a public confesson. No under- 
graduate shall keep by him distilled 
spirituous liquors, nor shal! he use any 
such drinks as punch or filp.” 

Saturday evenings all students were 
required to retire to their chambers at 
sunset and not unnecessarily leave 
them.—New York World,

Size of an Atom. 

“Radium emanations,” said Profes- 
sor William Crookes in a lecture in Lon- 
fion, “are due to the breaking down of 
the atom of radium, and electricians 
are constantly flying off with about 
two-thirds the speed of light (182,000 
miles per second). These electrons are
